General Pryor said that he woidd not 
commit himself to the management of 
the case, at least until he was made 
thoroughly acquainted with it 
The 
consultation lasted until 1;45 o'clock, 
when Captain Black came out of the 
lawyer's saçiotum. 
His face was wreath- 
ed in smiles 
He would only say, how- 
ever: " I have won Gen. Pryor over, 
having exjplained everything to his satis- 
faction, and eonvinced him of the just- 
ness of our side. 


Gen. Pryor said: " I am convinced 
that the points taken by Oapt. Black are 
excellent, and that an application for a 
writ of error wi l be granted. I do not 
see how tbe application can be refused, 
and we shall not lose a moment in car- 
rying the oaao to Washington. I say 
'we' for I am now connected with the 
case. I am confident that we shall ob- 
tain the writ in time to prevent the exe- 
cution of tbe condemned men. In my 
judgment, formed from Capt. Black's 
notes, the records will show so many 
errors that no great proportion will be 
necessary for us to win. The unexpected 
may happen, oi course, but I have no 
fears." 


Chioaoo, Sept. 24.—Lucy R Parsons, 
wife of the condemned ansn^hist, was 
arrested on Fifth avenae, near Ran- 
dolph, yesterday, while in the act of 
distributing copies of her husband's 
"address to tbe American people" to the 
passers-by.

He musf: be between fourteen and 
eighteen years of ago, and he will not 
be entitled to his discharge until he has 
gone through the whole course of in- 
struction. 


If our would-be seafarer pursues this 
course, he will find it to his advantage 
should he start life on a European 
steamer. 
Still, he would be possessed 
of a great deal of knowledge in refer- 
ence to naval warfare which, in that 
position, would be of no use to him, 
and there would be very much that he 
would have to learn, in addition to what 
he already knew. 


Starting as an ordinary seaman, he 
would skip the drudgery of a ship's boy, 
and his promotion would be somewhat 
more rapid, though not remarkabW so, 
for on the aea you have to be thoroughly 
competent in one i)osition before you 
can rise to a higher. 


Of the four officers on an ocean 
steamship the two senior officers keep 
the reckoning of the ship by observa- 
tion, that is, by means of the stars, the 
moon, and the sun. 
The third and 
fourth, or two junior officers, keep the 
dead reckoning. 
By this is meant the 
calculation of the ship's position, inde- 
pendently of celestial observations. 


The pay of the captain of an ocean 
steamer will be from $2,500 to §3,003 a 
year. 
The first officer will receive 
about $900 a year, the second $720, the

MAS^S CRADLE. 


The old question returns. Can we 
not discover the cradle of our race? 1 
say, decidedly we cannot. 
We may 
guess, with more or less probability, 
but if our guesses are to be submitted 
to the tests of mathematical certainty, 
not one of them will stand the test. 
This ought to be understood; and is, 
in fact, understood among most scholars. 
Many opinions held with regard to 
periods of history which are beyond the 
reach of historical evidence can never 
be more than possible or plausible. To 
demand for them a different character 
does not show any critical sagacity, but 
rather ignorance of the limits of our 
knowledge. 
Thus, when we see the 
Celts driven to the western parts of 
Europe, pushed forward by Teutonic 
tribes and these again pressed hard by 
Slavonic neighbors, we naturally con- 
clude that the Celts were the first to 
arrive in Europe, the Germans the 
second, the Slaves the third. 
But 
there is no mathematical certainty for 
this. 
It is nothing but the result of an 
historic Combination and can neve? be 
more. 
Again, if we see Hellenic civ 
ization extending from Asia Minor 
Greece, and from Greece to Italy, and 
if we find the Italians pressed by suc- 
cessive inroads from the north, we are 
inclined here, too, to admit a progress 
of Aryan speech and thought from the 
east to the Avest, and from the north to 
the south. 
If, on the contrary, we con- 
sider that the Aryan conquerdrs of 
India come clearly from the north 
along the rivers of the Punjab, while 
before that time they mnst have dwelt 
for a certain period together with the 
people who spoke ancient Persian, and, 
before that time again, with people 
who became the founders of the first 
European dialects, we find it difficult.. 
to resist the conviction that some half^ 
way point from which the Northwest- 
ern and Southeastern tribes could have 
diverged may mark the original home 
of the Aryofis,—Good

As Superintendent for twelve years of the 
Woman's Branch of the New York City 
Mission," writes Anna E. Brown, it has 
been my lot to see a large number of the 
poorer classes of the women wage-earners. 
These people, a<! we all know, are paid 
very low prices, and I think that they would 
do much better if it were possible for them 
tt) deal with first hands instead of the mid- 
dlemen who now havoticontracts for work. 


Among the uttendant« at my winter sew- 
XDg-class of thzee linndred was a woman 
for wliom I bad bought a sewing-machine. 


and who hoped to pay lot it bersslf; but 
how could she when all that she received 
for the little girls'dressas .w,hiçh flv^^f9. 
tastefnlly made was sevtn'een cents? 


Another woman, with hve children and a 
husband in consun^tion, was trying to 
support her family by making gentlemen's 
undergarments, at twenty-six cents a dozen. 


Pantalobn-naiakeiTB .giet ^frpm seven to 
thirteen cents a i)air for fini£.h>ng. Fifty 
cents a dozen is paid for overalls, includ- 
ing the makinii of the button-holes; and 
mens shirts, jumpers, and atticles t)f that 
sort are paid for very poorly. There are 
plenty of workingwomen who cannot make 
over twenty-five cenU a day, and I do not 
know that they are worth more. 


If a woman can makejfour dollars or live 
dollai-s a week she considers herself very 
forturate. Sometimes this money supple- 
ments the htisband's income; sometimes 
the woAan is the sole support.. 


Societies, either independent or connect- 
ed with different churches, give out con- 
siderable sewing during the winter, but of 
course they cannot supply wo?k to all who 
want it. 


What thé poor really need is to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunities now afforded 
them to get an industrial education, so that 
they can go to work intelligently. 
This 
opportunity they are too short-sighted to 
take advantage of, preferring the three 
dollars a week that they may be earning to 
"losing time," as they call it, in gaining 
this knowledge. 
They must be educated. 
It is very slow work, but I am sure that it 
will tell in the end. I think that some of 
the higher branches should be taken out of 
the school 
curriculum, and that girls 
should be taught to cook. 
The cooking 
schools already established by philan- 
thropic effort, as well as those connected 
with some of our chapels, are doing a great 
deal of good. 


What the woman wage-earner of to-day 
needs more than anything olse is to leam 
how to do things well. 


There is a host of incompetent women 
workers, 
but, 
as Daniel Webster 
said, 
"there is always room at the top." 
Among 
three hunc{r«?d women whom I once met 
about one-half were washerwomen. 
Not 
one of these was competent to dofirst-clasB 
lauudry work; 
some said tbey could wash 
shirts, but they could not iron them in 
the best style. 


I really do not think that it was intended 
by Providence that women should be wage- 
earners. aud when we come to a right con- 
dition of 
society very few of 
them will 
work forwages. 
Eut if men drink ui) their 
wages and do not support their families, 
women will have to work. 
Some say that 
the women wage-earners should be organ- 
ized. 
This 
might 
be well if they were 
under wise leadership. 


It must be remembered that the class of 
workers of whom I have spoken is com- 
posed largely of the foreign and the poorer 
element. 
It takes a long time to educate 
such people into thrifty and 
business-liko 
habits, but gradually they will learn, and 
as they learn so will their happiness and 
prosperity increase.

Pharaoh's dream he was freed aud became 
the chief man in the government—the Bis- 
marck of the nation; how in time of famine 
Joseph had control of a storehouse which 
he had 
filled 
during the 
seven years of 
plenty; how when his brothers, who had 
thrown him into the pit and pold him into 
captivity, applied for corn, he sent them 
home with their beasts borne down under 
the heft of the com sacks; how the sin 
against their brother, which had so long 
been hidden, came ont at last, and was re- 
turned by that brother's forgiveness and 
kindness, 
an 
illustr/cas 
triumph 
of 
Christian principle. 


Learn from this sto^y in the first place 
that the 
world is 
compelled 
to 
honor 
Christian character. 
Potiphar was only a 
man of the world, yet Joseph rose in his 
estimation until all the affairs of that great 
houee were committed to his charge. From 
this servant no honors or confidences were 
withheld. 
When Joseph was in prison he 
soon won the heart of the keeper, and, 
though placed there for being a scoundrel, 
he soon convinced the jailer that he was 
an innocent 
and trustworthy man, and, 
released from close confinement, he 
be- 
came a general superintendent of prison 
affairs. 
Wherever 
Joseph 
was 
placed, 
whether a servant in the house of Potiphar 
or a prisoner in the penitentiary, he 
be- 
came the first man everywhere, and is an 
illustration of the truth I lay down that the 
world is 
compelled 
to 
honor Christian 
character. 


There are those who affect to despise a 
religious life. 
They speak of it as a sys- 
tem of phlebotomy, by which a man is 
bled of all his courage and nobility. 
They 
say he has bemeaned himself. 
They pre- 
tend to have no more conti4ence in him 
since his conversion than before his con- 
version. 
But all that is hypocrisy. 
It is 
impossible for any man not to admire and 
confide in a Christian who shows that he 
has really become a child of God and is 
what he professes to be. 
You cannot de- 
spise a son or a daughter of the Lord God 
Almighty. 
Of course half and half reli- 
gious character wins no approbation. Red- 
wald, the King of the Saxohs, after Chris- 
tian baptism had two altais, one for the 
worship of God and the other for the sac- 
rifice of devils. 
You may have a contempt 
for such men for mere pretension reli- 
gion, but when you behold the excellency i deej) down that it would 
never como to 


which calico is printed. 
Nothing in God's 
universe swings at boih ends. 
Accidents 
are only God's way of turning a leaf in the 
book of his eternal decrees. 
From oar 
cradle to our grave there is a path all 
marked out. 
Each event in our life is con- 
nected with every other event in our life. 
Our loss may be the most direct road to our 
gain. 
Oar defea's and victories are twin 
brothers. 
The whole 
direction 
of 
your 
life was changed by something which at the 
time seemed to you a trifle, while some oc- 
currence which seemed tremendous aff'ected 
you but little. 
The Rev. Dr. Kennedy, of 
B'asking Ridge, N. J., went into his pulpit 
one Sabbath and by 
a strange freak of 
memory forgot his subject and forgot his 
text, and in great embarrassment rose be- 
fore his audience and announced the cir- 
cumstance and declared himself 
entirely 
nnable to preach; then launched forth in a 
lew earnest words of entreaty aud wamicg 
which resnlted in the outbreaking of the 
mightiest revival of religion ever known in 
that State, a revival of religion that resulted 
in churches still standing and in the con- 
version of a large number 
of men who 
entered the 
Gospel 
ministry 
who 
have 
brought their thousands into the kingdom 
of God. 
God's plans are magnificient be- 
yond all comprehension. 
He 
molds us, 
turns and directs us, and we know it not. 
Thousands of years are to Him but as the 
flight of a shuttle. 
The most terriffic oc- 
currence does not make God tremble, and 
the most trinmphant achievement does not 
lift him 
into 
rapture. 
That 
one 
great 
thought of God goes on through the centu- 
ries, and nations rise 
and fall and 
eras 
pass, and the world itself 
changes, but 
God still 
keeps 
the 
undivided 
mastery, 
linking event to event and century to cen- 
tnrj. 
To God they are all one event, one 


hand, by the light of which the church has 
marched to her present position. 
In 
the 
sound of racks and implements of torture 
I hear the rumbling of the wheels of 
the 
Gospel chariot. 
Scaffolds of martyrdom 
have been the stairs by which the 
church 
has ascended. 
Aquafortis is the best test 
of pure gold. 


Furthermore, our subject impresses us 
that sins will come to exposure. 
Long, 
long ago had these brothers sold Joseph 
into Egypt. 
They 
had 
suppressed 
the 
crime, and it was a profound secret well 
kept by the brothers. 
But suddenly 
the 
secret is out. 
The old father hears that 
his son is in Egypt, having been sold there 
by the malice of his own brothers. 
How 
their cheeks must have burned and their 
hearts sunk at the flaming out of this sup- 
pressed crime. 
The smallest iniquity has 
a thousand tongues and they will blab out 
an exposure. 
Saul was sent to destroy the 
Canaanites, their sheep and their 
oxen. 
But when he got down there among the 
pastures he saw some fine sheep and oxen 
too fat to kill, and so he »hought he would 
steal them. 
He drove them toward home, 
but stopped to report to the prophet how- 
well 
he 
had 
executed the 
commission, 
when in the distance the sheep 
began to 
bleat and the oxen to bellow. 
The secret 
was out and Samuel said to the 
blushing 
and confounded Saul: "What means the 
bleating of the sheep that 1 hear and tho. 
lowing of the cattle'/" 
Aye, my hearers, 
you cannot keep an 
iniquity 
quiet. 
At 
just the wrong time the sheep will 
bleat 
and the oxen will bellow. 
Achan cannot 
steal tho Babj'lonish garment without get- 
ting stoned to death, nor Benedict 
Arnold 
betray 
his 
country 
without having 
his 
neck stretched. 
Look 
over 
the 
public 
arrests, these thieves, these burglars, these 
adulterers, 
these 
counterfeiters, 
these 


one 
thy 
system. 
Great 
and marvelous 
are 
•works, Lork God Almighty. 


Furthermore, we leam from this story 
the propriety of laving up for the future. 
During seven years of plenty Joseph pre- 
pared for the famine, ami when it came he 
had a crowded storehouse. 
The life of 
most men in a worldly respect is divided 
into years or plenty and famine. 
It 
is 
seldom that any man passes through life 
without at least seven years 
of 
plenty. 
During these seven prosperous years your 
business bears a rich harvest. 
Yon hardly 
know where all the money comes from, it 
comes so fast. 
Every bargain you 
make 
seems to turn 
into gold. 
You contract 
few bad debts. 
You are astounded with 
large 
dividends. 
Y'ou invest 
more and 
more capital. 
Y'ou wonder how men can 
be content with a small business, 
gather- 
ing in only $100 where you 
reap 
your 
thousands. 
These are the seven years of 
plenty. 
Now, Joseph, is the time to pre- 
pare for famine, for to almost every man 
there do come seven years of famine. 


Finally, learn from this subject that in 
every famine 
there is 
a storehouse. 
Up 
the long row of building, piled to the ypty 
roof with corn, come the hungry multi- 
tudes, and Joseph commanded that their 
Backs 
and their 
wagons be 
filled. 
The 
world has been blasted. Every green thing 
has withered under the touch of sin. 
From 
all continents and islands and zones comes 
up the groan 
of 
dying millions. 
Over 
tropical spice groves and Siberian ice hut 
and Hindoo jungle the blight has fallen. 
The famine is universal. 
But, glory be to 
God! there is a great storehouse. 
Jesus 
Christ, our elder brother, this day bids us 
come in from our hunger and beggary and 
obtain infinite supplies of grace enough to 
make as rich forever. 
Many of you have 
for a long while 
been smitten 
of 
the 


of Jesus Christ come out 
in the life of 
one of his disciples, all that there is good 
and noble in your soul rises up into ad- 
miration. 
Though that Christian be as far 
beneath you in estate 
as the 
Egyptian 
slave of whom we are discu^sing.'by an 
urevocable law of 
our nature 
Potiphar 
and I'haraoh will always esteem Joseph. 
Chrysostom, when threatened with death 
by Eudoxia, the Empress, sent word to 
her saying: 
"Go tell her that I fear noth- 
ing but sin." 
Such nobility of character 
will 
always be 
applauded. 
There 
was 
something in Agrippa and Felix which de- 
manded their respect for Paul, the rebel 
against 
government. 
I 
doubt not 
they 
would willingly have yielded their office 
and dignity for the thousandth part of that 
true heroism which beamed in tho eye aud 
beat in the heart of 
the 
unconquerable 
Apostle. 
The 
infidel 
and 
wordling are 


hiyhwa3'men, 
these 
assassins. 
They all 1 famine. 
The world has not stilled 
the 
thought they could burv their iniquity so 
throbbing of your spirit. 
Your conscience 


sometimes rouses you up with such 
sud- 
denness and strength that it requires the 
most gigantic determination to quell the 
disturbance. 
Your courage quakes at the 
thought of the future. 
Oh, why will you 
tarry amid the blastings of the famine 
when such a glorious storehouse is opem in 
God s mercy? 
Ye wr. tcbed, hungry, starving poor,

For every humble guest.

But if this lying and cheating and bad be- 
havior among men who profess to be good 
is religion, I want none of it." 
But, my

danb of some mere pretender.

It is most unfair and dishonest 
to take the ignominious failures in Chris- 
tian profession 
instead of

successes. 
The Bible and the church are 
great picture galleries filled with master- 
pieces. 


Furthermore, we leam from this story of 
Joseph that the result of persecution is 
elevation. Had it not been for his being 
sold into Egyptian bondage by his malicious 
brothers and his false imprisonment Joseph 
never would have become Prime Minister. 
Everybody accepts the promise: 
"Blessed 
are they that are persecuted for righteous- 
ness sake, for theirs is the kingdom of 
Heaven;" bnt they do not realize the fact 
that this principle applies to worldly as 
well as spiritual success. It is trae in all 
departments. 
Had it not been for Ma- 
chines who brought impeachment against 
Demosthenes, the immortal oration. De 
Corona woald never have been delivered. 
Hen rise to high ])oUtical position through 
BisreprsMototiM aad the assaolt of the 


have entered." 
In other words, it is easier 
for us lo get into sin than to get out of it. 
Whitefield was riding on horseback in a

life you hide it, and you get along with 
that transgression burning in your heart, 
as a ship on fire within for days may hin- 
der the flame from bursting out by keeping 
down the hatchways; yet at last, in the 
judgment, that iniquity will blaze out be- 
fore the throne of God and the universe. 


Furthermore, learn from this subject the 
inseparable connection between all events 
however remote. Lord Hastings was be- 
headed one year after ho had caused the 
death of the queen's children, in the very 
month, the very day, the very hour and the 
very moment. 
There is wonderful precis- 
ion in the Divine judgments. The uni- 
verse is only one thought of God. 
Those 
things which seen fragmentary and isolated 
are only different parts of that one great 
thought. How far apart seemed those two 
events—Joseph sold to the Arabian mer- 
chants and the rnlership of Egypt. Yet 
you see in what a mysterious way God con- 
nected the two in one plan. So all events 
are linked together. "Yon who are aged 
can look back ond group together a thou- 
sand things in your life that once seemed 
isolated. One undivided chain of events 
reached from the garden of Eden to the 
cross of Calvary, and thus ap to Heaven. 
There is a relation between the smallest 
insect that hums in the summer air and the 
archangel on his throne. God can trace a 
direct ancestral line from the blue jay that 
last spring bailt its nest in s tree behind

ST. VISCENTS. 


Tte Hew Cttkolle Orphao Asylom to be 
Blessed To-morrow With Im- 
posinr Ceremonies. 


To-monrow ia to be a notable day in 
thehiatoryof the Oatholio ohureh in 
Fort Wayne, inasmuch aa it marka the 
dedication of the new St. 
Vincenta 
orphan asylum. 


In the morning, at 9 o'clock, the vari- 
ous Catholic societies will form on East 
and West Jefferson street, under com- 
mand of Grand Marshal A. 0. Trent- 
man. At his word the procession, beaded 
by the City baiid, will move north on 
Calhoun street and thence to the Or- 
phans' home in the order named: First, 
Cathedral societies; second, St Mary's; 
third, St. Paul's, and fourth. S i Peter's, 
with Spiegel's band leading the three 
last named oburcb societies. 


Bt. Rev. Biphop Dwenger will first 
perform the ceremony of dedication ac- 
cording to the solemn ritual of the 
Catholic church. 


An altar has been constructed on the 
main entrance to the asylum, with plat- 
forms on either side for the B t Rev. 
Bishop and clergy and the choir. Very 
Bev. Father Brammer will celebrate 
high mass from the altar and at the 
gospel Blshop Dwenger will preach. 


The orphans' home is itself a magnifi- 
cent structure and from its elevation 
commands a splendid view of the city. 
There are forty little girls now in the in- 
stitution under the care of the Poor 
Handmaids of Christ, and only yester- 
day the good bishop accepted three 
children of Protestant parentage at the 
institution. 


The front of the building measures 
126 feet and extends back 100 feet; it Ib 
built with all the m )dern improvements. 
On the first fioor to the right of the en- 
trance is the chapel which is 24 bv 55 
feet and adjoining this is the saorist\. 
To the left of the entrance is the parloi 
which is 22 by 28 leet; the next room, 
which is south virest from this, is the 
refectory, which is 23 by 48 feet. To 
the north of this are two dining rocms, 
one for the chaplain and one for the 
servants. Beyoud these are tbe elevu 
tors, cnpboards, and stairways. 
Next 
to this is the kitchen, 18 by 24, and 
farther back is the bakery and pantry. 
Opposite tbe chapel to the north is the 
recreation room, whioh is 24 i'> 3i feet. 
Next to this again are the rooms of the 
chaplain. 


On the second floor, over the chapel 
are two large study balls, opposite ti. 
which are the so-calltd "spare" rooms 
Over the recreation room is situated a 
large apartment for the Sisters; besides 
this, there is also the department of the 
matrons, and the bathrooms, etc. Next 
to these are the infirmaries and the 
rooms for the sick. On the front, iacing 
the east, is a large balcony for the bene- 
flt of the convalescent. 
On the third 
fioor, over the school reoms, are the 
work rooms; opposite this room, on the 
north side, are two large dormitories, 
one, 24x64, the other, 46*53. Over the 
recreation room, on the west, are the 
Sisters' rooms, and also the department 
for the small orphan girls. 
The fourth 
story contains a hall 58x61, which will 
be used as a play room in bad weather.
